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1. DIPLOMATIC POSTS MAY DRAW ON THE FOLLOWING IN ANSWERING 
OFFICIAL ENQUIRIES ABOUT CONGRESSIONAL PROGRESS IN CON- 
SIDERATION OF THE TRADE BILL. 

A. THE SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE CONSIDERED THE TRADE 
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TAX REFORM MEASURES, HEALTH INSURANCE LEGISLATION, AND 
OTHER MEASURES ON THE SENATE FLOOR SUCH AS THE DEBT 
CEILING LIMIT HAVE BEEN POLITICALLY PRESSING AND HAVE 
TAKEN MOST OF THE COMMITTEE'S TIME. 

B. SENATOR LONG, CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE, HAS SAID 
PRIVATELY-BUT NOT REPEAT NOT ANNOUNCED-THAT HE PLANS 
TO DEVOTE THE WEEK OF JULY 29 TO A REVIEW OF THE BILL. 

WE HOPE TO RUN COMPLETELY THROUGH THE BILL IN ORDER TO 
IDENTIFY AREAS OF PARTICULAR CONCERN FOR THE COMMITTEE 
AS WELL AS OTHER MEMBERS OF SENATE. LONG LEAVES AUGUST 
2 TO RETURN TO LOUISIANA TO PREPARE FOR HIS PRIMARY ELEC- 
TION ON AUGUST 17. LONG'S PLAN IS TO CONTINUE THE MARK-UP 
SESSIONS IN SEPTEMBER AFTER LABOR DAY (IF NONE CAN BE 
HELD THE WEEK OF AUGUST 19-26) LEAVING THE ADMINISTRATION 

FOUR TO SIX WEEKS TO WORK ON SOLUTIONS TO THE PROBLEMS 
ENCOUNTERED IN THE JULY REVIEW. THE ADMINISTRATION 
HOPES THAT THE COMMITTEE WILL BE ABLE TO DEVOTE ITS 
FULL ATTENTION TO THE MARK-UP BEGINNING IN SEPTEMBER. 

C. ON JULY 16 TWENTY SENATORS SPOKE ON THE FLOOR OF 
THE SENATE IN FAVOR OF THE TRADE BILL AND ON THE NEED 
FOR MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS AT THIS TIME. 

THE ADMINISTRATION IS ENCOURAGED BY THIS DEVELOPMENT 
AS AN INDICATION OF SUPPORT BY A SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER OF 
SENATORS OF BOTH PARTIES. 

D. ON JULY 18, THE SECRETARY MET AGAIN WITH SENATOR 
JACKSON ALONG WITH SENATORS RIBICOFF AND JAVITS CONCERN- 
ING THE JACKSON- VANIK AMENDMENT TO THE TRA. DEPARTMENT 
SPOKESMEN REPORTED THAT THE SECRETARY CONSIDERS THAT, 
QUOTE, DEFINITE PROGRESS WAS MADE ON THE TRADE BILL 
ISSUE, UNQUOTE. IN A SEPARATE PRESS BRIEFING, SENATOR 
JACKSON IS REPORTED TO HAVE SAID, QUOTE, I THINK IT IS 

FAIR TO SAY WE MADE SOME PROGRESS, UNQUOTE. SENATOR 
JACKSON INDICATED THAT HE IS NOT ONLY CONCERNED WITH 
THE NUMBERS OF EMIGRATION PERMITS BUT WITH THE HARASS- 
MENT OF THOSE SEEKING THE PERMITS. THE SECRETARY PLANS 
TO CONTINUE PRIORITY EFFORTS TO RESOLVE THIS PROBLEM. 
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E. A SENIOR ADMINISTRATION OFFICIAL (AMBASSADOR 
MALMGREN) HAS PUBLICLY PREDICTED THAT LEGISLATIVE WORK 
ON THE BILL WILL BE SUBSTANTIALLY COMPLETED BY THE END 
OF SEPTEMBER. INGERSOLL 
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
